A New England gardener .ind.fr.uil grower writes a letter fo 


one of Hie newspapers in lhe>tily where, he markets his 
products complaining of the hardships atleii'ding his business 
and the'small profit there is in it.vHe says one of tlie reasons 
why vegetable and fruit growing fall to pay is that people buy 
early products.from (he South.at fancy prices, and (hat by the 
time local fruits and vegetables are ready they have ceased to 
be a novelty and consumers expect to get them at low prices, 
so low thai in many instances they no more than pay the cost 
of production, leaving no profit whatever to Ihe producer. 
He-claims fhat' in many cases berries bring so low a price as to 
barely pay for picking and the cost of the baskets, and (hat 
often the returns from vegetables are hardly more satisfactory. 
The general tone of the letter is one of discouragement and1 


the writer .wonders how other people can wonder why there 
is not a gre'ater general inclination to slick to the farm. 


But-while there is an element of truth in what he says the 


situation is really not quite as bad as he represents it, especially 
in the case of men whose fields, gardens and orchards are with- 
in easy reach of markets in which they can sell (heir products 
direct-to consumers. 
It has been figured out that farmers get 


about 35-cents out of every dollar paid for their products, and 
if this is so it proves what a decided advantage il is to be able 
to sell direcl to consumers and save the profits of Ihe middle-
